'I'lu- 
r«>Ml <d' tli(! frcinliliu^f and cxprcss- 
inH was oyshM's and fresh llsh from 
the shore road and marl and ffciic- 
ral supplies coming down tfie road 
for ;X<''><'''>1 distribution. We lia.d 
ei;;lit trains a d>iy fxi tiie main line 
and two on tlio shorn branch.

In no one particular are army 
and iia\y olTiccrs iiion' slricl than 
in th(* observaneo of s;i lutes niid 
hoiiois 1,'iid down i; 
under which they .... , 
says the St. Louis O'W'C-/ ■ 
They hav« a pride in the pidix-i 
obs(>rvance of these customs which, 
taken severally and as a whole, 
add to tho cHprU de corpn of the 
rank and tile as being eondneive to 
discipline. 

The salutes and honors are 
varied in character to suit the of- 
fieor or occasion. Tho sintplest is 
that rond(>r('d by a soldier with the 
hand carried to tho caji in rt>cogni- 
lion of his sup(>rior otlicor, who r(>- 
s|)onds with a salute almost simi- 
lar. Other honois consist of salut- 
ing with tho rifle, drooping the 
colors, nourishes blown on tlie 
trumpets anil ruflles playetl on the 
drums" Uvnds play prescribed 
march(>s in honor of the President 
and the highest officers. All sol- 
diers, not under arms, salute the 
colors (United States and regiment- 
al flag) by uncovering, and eiti/Ains 
an* (♦xp(H't(fd to do lik(>wise when 
[lassing before them. 

Salutes aird honors are rendered 
to the ollieers of the army and navy 
a(>corfling to their rank. The re- 
lative rank of ofllcers of the navy 
and army is as follows, lineal rank 
only being considered :

A ni)n-oominission(>d ofliJ-cr or 
l>rivato in command of a dotnch- 
nient. without arms salutes all of- 
ficeis with the hand. If the d(>- 
laeliiiient be on foot and armed 
with a rifle or carbine, ho Urings 
his pi(>co to carry and salute's jus 
proscribed for a sergeant. If arm- 
ed with a sjiboi lie salutes with the 
sab(>r. 

An enlisted man being s(>!ited, 
ris(>s on the ai»proacli of an oflicor, 
faces toward him and salulcs. If 
standing he fjicos the oflicor for the 
same purpose. If the partjes re- 
main in the same phu'e, or on the 
same ground, siudi comidimiviils 
nt>ed not bo rep(^at(>d. Soldiers 
actually at work do not eeaso to sa- 
lute an olTieor, uidess a(l(iiTSsod by 
him. 

An enlisted man makes the pri»- 
scrihed salute witli the wea]»on ho 
is arniiMl with, or, if uilarmod, with 
the li.'ind liefore addressing an of- 
ficer.

Soldiers at moals 
tlo not rise. OfTlcers in citizen's 
dress are salut(>i| in the same man- 
ner as when in uniform. 

Soldi(M's at all times, and in all 
situations, pay the sanu> compli- 
ments to the onioc^i-s (>f the army, 
navy, and marines, and t^) oflieers

Officers will at all times aoknow- 
l(>dgo tho courtesies of enlisted 
men by returning tho salutes giviMi, 
sjiluting as pivscribed in the drill re- 
gulations. WluMi s(>V(>ral otVu'ors 
in the company ai<» saluted, all who 
are entitled to a salute return it. 

I'MTNERAL HONORS. 

The funeral escort of the secre- 
tary of war or general-in-chief con- 
sists of a regiment of infantry, a 
ballalion, cavalry and two balleries 
of artillery ; of the lioiitonaiit gen- 
eral or tho major geiUM'al commaiul- 
ing a ivgimeut of infantry, a bat- 
talion of cavalry and a t)att<My of 
artillei-y ; of a major general a re- 
giment of infantry, two companies 
of ('avaliy and a battery of artil- 
lery; wf a brigadier g(Mieral, a re- 
giment of infantry, a company of 
cavalry, and a jilatoon of artillery; 
of a colonel a regiment ; of a lieut- 
enant colonel, six companies; a 
major, four companies; a (>H-iptain, 
one company; . 'I lieiitiMnut h:ilf a 
company. 

The funeral oscor! of a non-com- 
missioned slair otlicor consists of 
sixteen rank and tile; of a serg(>ant, 
fourteiMi rank and file; of a cor- 
l>oral, twelve rank and file; and of a 
private of eight rank and file. 

During tho day tho guard of 
canip or garrison turns out and 
presents arms ti> a [>ost or camp 
and Ihe otlicor of the day. 

All guards turns out under arms 
when arnuul parties approach their 
posts; to parl.i(>s coinmaiidiMl by 
commissioned ofliceis they present 
/irms, oflieers s;iluling. 

The national or regimental colors 
passing a guard are sahilod, the 
trumpets and field music sounding 
;i man h. 

J{etW(>en reveille and retreat, 
sentinels .salute all officers by pre- 
senting arms. Mountini .sontiiuds, 
■irmed with the saber and with 
.saber drawn, salute all oflieers by 
pros(>n ting saber; if arm(«l with the 
oarbino only, they take the (^isi- 
tion of advance carbine. 

A sentry in s(Mitry Iwx, upon the 
approach of an officer, stands at a 
carry, and if armed with the rifle 
or carbine pr(>sents arms as tho of- 
lieers passes. 

Hot ween n>lreatand reveille, ex- 
cept when challenging, a sentinel 
(not in a siMitry t>ox) when an of- 
lioer appro.aclios, faces toward and 
stands at a carry until the oflicor 
]>ass(>s. 

All guards and sentinels pay the 
same coinplimoiits to civil officers 
of the govi»rnniont ; (o officers of 
the military or civil service or 
fon>igu powers; to officers of the 
navy and mariue corps ; to ollieers 
of voluiit«>ers and militia wh(>n in 
tho service of tho 'lI^nitxHl States 
that are dinn'teil to l>e p.M<l to of- 
ficers of the army of corresponding 
rank.

If hor8(^8 could apeak it is very 
likely that they would have sent a 
dehvgation of influential (^luine 
representatives to Washington 
some time ago and protested very 
roundly against tho war with 
S^)ain.

Out of the 
many thousands who h.ad given 
th(>ir humble lives, most gallantly 
pori.shing in their duty toward 
their masters, just a few return 
homo t.o sp(Mid their lives in the 
ease and honor they deserve. 

One war horse, however, who 
has made a splendid record for 
himself, and now has hisvirtm^s, 
name and noble deeils engraved on 
a fitting l^)ml)ston(>, was tlie little 
chestnut the great Duke (»f Wel- 
lington rode at the l)attleof \V;iter- 
loo Copenhagen, named after the 
capital of Denmark, from which 
country an(i city he (^ame, was a 
spirit<>d thoronghbred, standing K) 
hands high, and $>*()(> was tho price 
paid for him l>y the duke. 

Copenhagen sorv(<d under Wel- 
lington during the Spanish war, and 
for 18 hours he carri«^d his master 
at Waterloo. After this he wjus 
sent to the duke's homo, Strathfield- 
saye, in Kngland. to take his ease. 
A iiiombor of J tho Royal Academy 
of Knglish paintiMs was paid to 
mak(> a liandsoiiu> portrait of 
Copenhagen, which the duke loved 
and p(>tted to tho day of his death. 
The livst yeai"s of the faithful hors(> 
were, however, sadly enil)itterod 
hy the teasing of thousands ol 
curious persons who eami* to visit 
him in his paddock, and his grifom 
would clip hairs from his tall and 
mane to sell for ;i li w shillings to 
i\u\ visitoi-s. 

When the duke heai-d of this he 
put Copenhagen in a sort of l)ig 
cage, where he livtHi in peace to a 
green old age. His funeral was 
well attended, and at Strathlield- 
.s.ayo his tonibslone, order<'d liy the 
duke himself, is still to tie seen, 
in excellent preservatioii 
"^ino years after flu- i.imn roi 
Napoleon died at St. Helena, an 
old white horse piM'ishod of old 
age and pneumonia in Kngland. 
Tho skeleton of this animal is set 
up in the Royal United Service in- 
stitution in Whitehall yard, Lon- 
don, and to all vLsitoi-s it is pointed 
out as Marengo, the chargei Na- 
poleon rode ill the Iiatlle of W.iI.m- 
loo. 

Marengo was originally from 
Egypt and was left to wander on 
the dismal battlefield, 'when the 
emperor was forced to fly for his 
life. An English officer ftnind and 
took him, and ho was sold to an 
Knglish mon'hant. In Knglish pas- 
tures, care for by reverent grooms, 
this nobl(. wbit.e beast pa.ssed the 
lattixr years of his life far more 
peacefully and happily than his 
grtmt and unfortuimte master. His 
portrait also was painted hy a fam- 
ous ailist and now hangs in a 
country house in EngLind. 

tton. Robert K. Lee and Gen. 
Ulysses S. til ant, (lons. Stonewall 
Jack.son and Sheridan all hi-ought 
tludr favorite chargers safely 
through many bloody battles, anil 
both (J(>ns. Lee and .lackson were 
ontlivtHl by their war horses. Cin- 
cinnati, (ien. (ti ant's most famous 
stud, was presented to him by a 
man also named Grant, but no re- 
lation of tie great commander, 
t^iucinuati w(>athert>d the perils of 
war. and died as sincendy lament- 
ed as ho had lived respected. 

A sober brown horse, the one he 
rod(* at tho surrender o^-Lord Corn- 
wallis, wa.s hung with olahor«te 
mourning robes and led hy a gr(M)m, 
followed (piit'tly ladiind the (H)ffiu 
of his dtvtd master, (Jen. (reorge 
W.i 1. A true Virginian, 

W.i- M was a spleiidiii horse- 

man, hut he never settled his af-

handsome white honse,' Dolly, his 
portrait was painted. None of his 
charges weathered any number of 
severe engagements as did Old 
Son el, and Traveler, the horses of 
U. K. Lee and Stonewall .Tackson. 

Traveler carried his mast.(>r 
thnmgh nearly all the battles at 
whiidi he command(>d, was never 
him.seir wounded, and in decent 
mourning attend(Hl the general's 
fiHieral. It is said lie whinnied 
sadly when tho coffin was born(^ be- 
fore him, and shortly afti>r in graz- 
ing about his peaceful pasture, he 
stuck a nail in his foot and died of 
lockjaw. He, like Copenhagen, 
was given honorable burial, and 
unlike most war horses, he lived 
out his full allowance of I.') years. 

It was on the back of Sorrel that 
Stonewall .lackson received his 
death wound, and the plucky littie 
hoi so then pass(>d into the keeping 
of his master's father-in-law, a 
clergyman. In 1S8(5 he died a 
ileal h natural to venerable horse- 
flesh, afl<>r having seen nearly fen 
l«>rrihlo batlK^s, and Ids body," very 
skilfully mount(>d, now stands in 
a ghuss case in the lilirary of the 
Soldiers' home, Virginia.

The Deaf-Mutes' Mutual Club, 
of this city, a social club with 
rooms at the northeast corner of 
Kightli and (lir.ird Avenue, had its 
much talked of excnrsi(ui to (.'ajx' 
.May, New .lersey, by the palace 
steamer " Itepuiilic,"' on Sunday, 
.lulyWth. This (dub is not con- 
nected with All Souls' Mission, and 
none of lis nusmbers belong to the 
f;ierc Literary Association. We 
nniko this stalenient for tim benefit 
of outsiilers, who may be apt to 
mix ni> the two (dul)s. 

The " llei)ublic," on which the 
excursion was held, is the largest 
steamer of its kind on the Dela- 
ware River, and plys to and frofti 
ilape May daily, inchnling Sun- 
days. The steamer was not char- 
tered by the Deaf-Mules' (;iub. 
The oidy coriflition which was <fx- 
actcd of the clid) was that it bring 
over fifty persons in cn-der to be 
cotne.<!ntitIed to a commission of 
forty cents on (^acli adult's ticket 
sold at 75 cents <!ach, ami a jjio- 
portirmate profit on childnin's 
tickets. The club, however, as an 
iiiduc«!ment to join the excursion, 
sold adulls' tickets at (;.5 cents 
<iach and children's at .'{5 <!ents, 
and, a» a result, disposed of nearly 
four hundred tickets. A hand- 
.som(! profit was llH^refore made by 
the club. 

Altogether there were about 1500 
[)eoj)le on the steamer, which, our 
inloruiant sa^s, is a conservative 
estimate. Of that number about 
150 were deaf. Nothing happened 
lo mar the pleasure of the silent 
(•xcursiordsts, save one or two little 
iruMdents, which ar(> common things, 
on almost all larg<^ excursions. 
After the bo;it had gotten well 
away from the <!ity, it was dis- 
covered that there was a " rough 
rider" among the company, but 
we feel certain that if was not from 
lioosevell's regiment.

The following inlenisling legt^id 
is taken from Dr. Lowean(IMr. 
W. H. Addison's book. Deaf Miil- 
imn. 

"The Emperor *uinin, the llth 
of tliatr name, who is said to have 
reigne<l niiudy-nine years, an<l to 
have died lit the age of 141, had a 
son who was dundj. This child 
was born at the time when his mo- 
ther was living in a castle or stock- 
ade beloiigiiii; lo her brother, who 
had t(Mnpt(Ml In r to conspire' agaJnsI 
the life of her liiiMbainl, the emper- 
or. 

" On th(^ |)lol being discovered, 
sh(( fled to this brother, and it was 
while the lroo[)S of the (nnperor 
were attacking the sto<"kade or 
palace in which th<\v Ufif\ taken re- 
fuge that the child was born. Anx- 
ious lo save it, she brought it to 
the palisadti.s in sight of the emp(n'- 
or, and cried out to him to lake il 
iindei his care. Utt was diMiply 
moved by h(!r appeal to him, and 
forthwith planned to rescue bolh 
the child and its mother. The 
child was rescued, but the mother 
[lerislied in the burning palace 
along with her brother." 

The ac(!ount of the child's re- 
storation to s[i(M(ch runs as follows : 

"So the way they led about and 
amused tin; august child was by 
making a two-fork(>(l boat out of a 
two-forked cryfitomeria fnun Ahid- 
za in Wohari, bringing it np and 
floating it on the pool of b-hislii and 
on the pool of Karu in Yaniato, 
I thus] leading about and amusing 
the august child. 

" Nevertheless the aiigii.st child 
spoke never a word, though his 
eight-grasp b<'ard reatdnul down to 
(he pit of his sl/omach. So it was 
on hearing the cry of a. higji- flying 
swan that he hnide hiu first utter- 
ance. - . , 

"Then ftho Heavenly Sovereign] 
sent Yamanobe-no-< thota ka b> i-alch 
the bird. So (his person, puisiiing 
fJie swan, arrived in the land of 
Hiirima from the land of l\i, and 
again in his piirsuiti ('rossed ove'r to 
the land of Inaba, then reacliing 
the land of Taiiiha, and tin; land of 
Tajinni, (tli<!nc(»I j)ursiiinK roun<l 
to the easlward, hereached llniland 
of Ainmi, and thereupon <!ross»!il 
over into the land of Minn, and, 
passing along by lh(» land of 
Wohari, pursmd it into the land of 
Shinaiiii, and at length, reaching 
in his |)ursuil Ihe Koshi, s[)read a 
ixd in IIm' <'s1uary of Wanami, ami 
having caugit tlu^ bird, brought it 



Ake-tatsu and Prince ITna-kami, 
as his attendants, it was <livined 
that [if they went out] by the Nara 
(bite they would m(!et a lame jier- 
son and a blind i)erson,that |if tjiey

So when they hall 
reached Tdzunio, and had linislied 
worshipped the great Deity, and 
wen* returning up [to the capital j, 
tlnsy nuide in the middle id' th(* 
River Hi a black-jilaited bridge, 
and respiictully olTer<*<l a tempor- 
ary palace | for the august child | to 
dwell in. Then when tin* ancestor 



up I to the capital I and pnwnted it 
|(o Ihe sov(!reign |. So that estuary 
is called the estuary of Wanami. 
It had beeti thought that, on seeing 
that bird again, ho would speak ; 
but he did not sjamk as ha<l bi<en 
thoiight. 

" lleren[)on the Ileavenlj' Sove- 
reign, designing to be gri<!ved, 
aiiguslly fell asleep, when, in an 
august dream he was instructed, 
saying: 'If thou wilt build my 
temple like unto thine <iugiisl 
abode, tin* aiij^ust child shall surely 
sp<!ak.' When he had Ikm-ii thus 
instructed, (the Ibi/ivftnly >Sove"- 
reign I made grand divination to 
sr^ek what Deity's desire this might 
be.

Again, on his commanding il to 
f;om«( U) life, [in answer lohijoatli| 
it then came to lif(> again. 

" Moreover, he caus<>d to wither 
by an ofith, and again brought to 
life a^ain by an oath, a broadfoli- 
aged bear oak on ('af»e Amakashi. 
" Then [ the Heavenly Sovereign | 
gninted to Prince Ake-latsu the 
name fif /'rim c Vamato-oyushiki- 
l/Oin i - toy* >-asa k u ra-a k e- 1 atsy. 

"Ho wherr the august (ihild was 



whoso name was Kihisa-tsu-mi, 
having made an imitation green- 
l<^af(*d mountain, i)laced it in the 
lower rea(^li of the liver, and was 
about to pi'<ssent the gr-eal august 
food, the (UKjii.s/ cJiild njiola; nny- 
ing, ' What Imm'c restimbles a green- 
leafed mountain in the (reach 
of the] river-, looks likeamoun- 
tain, liut^ is not a mountain. Is it 
Itercliance the gr-eat court of the 
deacon wlio holds in r-ev(*renee the 
grciat Deity, llgly-Male-of-the-Reed 
Plains, tluitr dwells in the tenipU; of 
Seat lliakuma in Idzurnoi" (Thus| 
h<( designed to ask. 

"Then tin* kin^s who had been 
sent in airgrrst attendance |on him) 
hearing with joy, and seeinn with 
delight, set the august <'hild to 
dvvell in the jialace of Nagabo at.

[to inform tin; lleavenlySover-eign]. 

"Th(^n the august cliild w(*dded 
Princess llinaja for onenight. So, 
on looking ))rivately at the beauti- 
ful maiden | he found her) fo be a 
serpfMit, at the sight of whi(di he 
fbul away alarmed, 'i'hen the 
Princess llinaja was vexed, and, 
illumaling the sea-plain, pnisued 
after them in a ship; and they,

Was it any wonder that "almost 
no one showe<l up ? 

At the eleventh hour-, the under- 
signed secured special r-ates and 
Hilvertised therrr and railway faciili- 
ties, with the r»(sirlt that a party of 
New Yorkru-s did go down, brrt ar- 
rive<l too late for 11r<» rruMding.

Oii(» whole nionlli (I 
say whole) after the appearance of 
our advertisement in your paper, 
the League of Klect Surds aii- 
noilneed July Itlli as the dale for 
their excursion — two daysah(>a(l of 
ours. It upset all our plans. 
Iteitlizini; that w<> would lose much 
palroiDige by reason of tlu* fact 
thai most of the menil)ers of the 
League of Klect Surds are intelli- 
gent, influential and repiosentative 
gentlemen, wlio have a long train 
of followers and fri(Mids eac-li (the 
New York l)(>af-Mule ('lub is (mmii- 
pos(*(l of youths who liav(* friends 
yet to make), we were driven by 
fear of financial loss to omit music 
and lli(>atrical and oilier sui[>risiiig- 
ly original fentures from ourpienic, 
accordingly we did not adv(>rlis(> 
that we would furnish music. 

We, the New -York l)eaf-Mut(> 
Cliil), ask our patrons and frii'iids 
lo pl(»ase (^\cus(> us for not furnish- 
ing music, for we very much regr(»t. 
The financial result of the jiienie 
has proved to h\\ successful, wholly 
coiilniry to our expectations, and 
this factmiikcs our regrets for lli(< 
omi.ssion of music so much the 
deeper.

{From our licuiilnr Vorrcsjxmdcnl.) 
A few days ago tliei-c appeared 
on one of the streets leading lo 
the Institution grounds, a civil en- 
gineer. Novv, there is nothing r(>- 
maikable about this pei-son thai 
W(nild attract the att<*nlion of an 
ordinary being, but at 1 he time we 
saw him, there was something in 
the manner in which he jMMloimed 
his work, that it caused us to stop 
oil our course and watch his opera- 
tions for a few minutes. 

Willi his V^urveying inslrument, 
he was surveying the ground in 
front of a row of now houses, with 
tho id<>a in view to determine the 
exactr plane on which lheslrc(>l 
level was to b«> laid out ; it at pre- 
sent being in a wret^'hed coiidilion', 
owing to excavations wher(> |.li(> 
houses were liuilt. It is Ihe inlention 
of I lie owiH'i's of tlie.se houses to 
have the sidewalk fronting ihe 
properly constriicled of arliljcial 
stone flagging, which mustconforni 
to the grade of the street. 

The rapidity with which this 
man perf(niiu'(l matluMiiatic;;! prob- 
l(<iiis, and made conclusions on 
any given point he had surveyed, 
was simply astounding. Wlierethe 
line of the street was laid out, 
slakes were driven in the groiiml 
at inlervals of five feet dislaiic(< 
IxMweeii each oili«>r, and on llu>.se 
ligur(»s were marked, (l(Mioting the 
exaci ealciilalion he h.ad arriv<»(l at 
in his doUMiiiinalion astohow much 
excavation was necessary for the 
foundation of llu' cement flagging. 
On the opjiosite sid(> of the street 
from Iheso liouses, iliere wasacoin- 
pleted sidewalk a foot liolow the 
present level of the road bed. 
Such is the wonders achieved by 
Ihe human mind, and it marvels 
on(> to s«H' how such Ihiiigs can be 
accomplished, which (Miables ||i(> 
traveller lo get over a, .yiven space 
of land, more comlorlably and in 
(piieker lime than could Iw oh- 
tained were tlKU'cndilion ofthiiigs 
in a natural slate. It is iaigely 
due to this class of workmen that 
Ihe present appt'arance of our 
thorougfares and public highways 
has made this (-ity one of the most 
famous cifles for pleasant driving 
to be found in the Uniled Slal(>s.

We suggest that those interested 
in the project, be fores tart iiig, write 
to prominent deaf-mutes in all 
cities and largo towns for their 
estimate of aged deaf-niul(<s, who 
are dependent on oliarily ; this will 
undoubtedly help Iheni to decide 
whether a home is iieetled.

The "faithful " it must be said 
by way of ex])lanation are those 
four nuMiibers who have been re- 
gularly on hand for every run, 
with tint few exceptions, and three 
of these are the " Hickok " lidei-s.

niak(> it prolilabUs tln> sp(>ctacle of 
.an "army of signers" is not one 
that is calculated to draw trade. 

Now if the deaf want to oiijoy 
Mr. Stauch's hospitality at his ex- 
pens«», lot them congr<>gale at the 
lieach end of the dancing pavilion, 
where their presence would be 
much less obj(>ctionabl»> than at the 
choicest section of ilie bathing 
pavilion. 

Samuel Frankenheim's parents 
are at the seashore. .VrthurHach- 
rach's parents profcr the delight»s 
of their mansion on Mt. Morris 
Park Fast. Arthur likes comimny, 
however, and told "Sam" to move 
up to tho Hachraeh domicile for 
the summer, an invitation which 
the Latter wasn't slow to .iv .li! him- 
self.

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" The stagecoach days are nlwut 
over in Montana and Idaho," said 
S. V. Shannon to a reporter. 
" With the extension of the North 
(»ru I'acilic branch into Lowiston, 
Ida., the little stage line into that 
town will have to give way. Ther(> 
aie but three stage lines left in 
Montana, and it is only a matter of 
time befoi-e they will l)e gone. 
But tho.se wer(> great daj-s when 
the great (Tilman-Sanlsbury lim^s 
were operating in Montana." And 
Mr. Shannon lai>sed into silence a 
moment as he thought of the old 
days when he was auditor of that 
line, stHtioned at Hele"na. 

With the stage coach lines from 
their infancy to their days ol 
power and then with the railroad 
when it was finally completed 
through lo the Pacific, and now in 
in other liusiness to look back on 
thosi> earlier and at least eqnallv 
happy days, has been Mr. Shan- 
non's experience. He is intimate- 
ly acquainted with the heads of the 
Northern Pacific and was with that 
road long before the present man- 
agement came lo the helm. He 
is a personal friend of the old time 
frontiei-sman, withal a good busi 
U68« man of tiie later days. 

" Staging now is not what it was 
in the early days," he ccnitinucd. 
"The trouble now is that whenever 
a stage line begins to pay a rail- 
road is bnill, .and tho .stages have 
lo move farther off into the newer 
sections of the country. I took a 
ride up through Okanogan county 
to the British Columbia line a sliorl 
time ago on the stages in ojicration 
there, and it was one of the woi-^t 
(>xperiences 1 ever had. The s' 
are liltle more than mere wage 
not the easy going to 12 horse 
teamed luxuiious coaches with ac- 
commodations for any number up 
to 3() that we had ^n Montana. 
The iHwids are bad, an«l one Jolt,s 
ilong .over the trails expecting 
<>very minute that Ihe next will l)e 
his last. He ariivesat his destina- 
tiim thoroughly exhausted. 

But in the old days we had 
stages. Equipment is the word for 
Iheir furnishings. They were as 
luxurious as it wa.s |>ossible to 
make them. They rode like rock- 
ing chairs. On our lines running 
from Mandaii to Missioula and 
from Corinne over in Idaho, to 
Helena by way of Deer I.iodge, the 
coaches had accommiHlations for 
IS, 'H and 80, and were drawn bv 
teams of (! to PJ hoi-ses. It was a 
matter of get there with them. 
l'h(«Y had the mail contracts and 
were receiving #3(i4 for every mile 
they carried CiOO pounds of bat'"-"" 
anil $)(iO lor each extra hui 
pounds. They had a monoj>oi\ ui 
that tr.iflic, and that is what caiised 
the star route investigation in 1S.S4. 
The coaches could <'arry 4,00(> 
pounds of express and the same 
amount of mail and baggage, be- 
sides their passenger lists. They 
averaged SJ miles over this eii- 
tire distance, or t)| miles actual 
running time. This was over 
mountains and plains and in all 
kinds of weather. Our st.'rges u.scd 
lo leav«' Bozeman in the inorninu 
and arrive in Helen 
nway, in the evening. 

" Montana was in its stage lines 
second only to California. There 
will never iMi another country such 
as those two for stage lines. Tlu> 
roads were all good .and hard 
through all kinds of weather, and 
lior.ses could fairly fly There was 
money in staging then. The Gil- 
man-Saulsbury cimipany is said to 
have made *7r.,OtX),000 (^ut of theii 
stage lines, and I guess that is true. 
The mail contracts and the heavy 
I' lisl.s, to sjiy nothing of 

Ii: ss, made the profits count 

up, even after they had divided 
with tho.^e in charge of the mail 
contracts and after the government 
had forced them to give up a part 
of their stealings. 

" There wen» several hold nps by 
road agents in those days, but as 
far as I can remember, and I w.as 
coniHM'ted with the linos during 
the seventies and early eighties, wi> 
never lost any bullion. 

" Monbma has only three stage 
lin(>s left now, and these rnn 
through rich agricultural districts, 
('attics and sheep ranches are 
abundant, and the lines are doing a 
good business. In a few^ years the 
railroads will become jealous of 
them, if they are not now, and 
build through their districts. Then 
the stage lines will be only a mat- 
ter of history. All the lines run 
out of Livingston, Mon. Frmn Hil- 
lings, (ireat F.ills and Bijf Sandv 
on the Great Northern, they run 
into Livingston. The first two 
virtually meet at Ftica. 

" In Oregon and Washington 
there are a few sl.-igt» linens, Ityl the 
day for staging has gone," conclud- 
ed Mr. Shannon regretfully, — Ta-
